Workmen arc busy tearing clown the 
old vault in the old Ferris building now 
occupied by R. D. King on the corner of 
Fifth and Front streets and some of the 
old residents in 
Brainerd assume a 
rather reminiscent mood as the walls of 
the old structure are being taken down 
and the brick and plaster dumped in a 
heap in the street. 
This vault has the distinction of be­ 
ing the first erected in Brainerd. 
T he 
building in which the vault is located 
was the home of the first banking insti 
tution in Brainerd. 
William Ferris, a 
native of New York, father of the late 
Hon. Allen F. Ferris, came to Brainerd 
in 1872, as agent of the United S tates 
Express company. 
He remained with 
the company until January 1880 when 
the business went into the hands of the 
Northern Pacific Express company. Mr. 
Ferris then started 
Brainerd s first 
banking institution, the Bank of B rain ­ 
erd. 
It was a small exchange bank and 
for about a year it did a flourishing b u s­ 
iness. 
In 1881 the bank was converted I 
into a national institution with a capit- j 
a1 stock of $50,000 and the following was 
th e first board of directors: 
William 
Ferris, ll. A. Towne, G. W. Holland, L. 
P. White, J. A. Davis, C. B. Sleeper, 
Jam es Gardner. C. Abby, < J. G. Hartley, 
Adam Brown and Jam es Dewar. 
W il­ 
liam Ferris was the bank s first presi­ 
dent. 
The building was built in about 1871 
and is one of the oldest in the city. 
It 
was erected by E. ll. Davy and for a 
num ber of years he conducted ii h a rd ­ 
ware store there, finally selling the 
structure to Mr. Ferris. The vault was 
erected about twenty-five years ago and 
for a number of years this was the place 
where Brainerd .-; business men did their 
banking. From the time of the conver­ 
sion of the bank into a national in stitu ­ 
tion the same has flourished until today 
it is recognized as one of the strongest 
in the state. 
Two of the gentlemen who were the 
first directors of the bank are still m em ­ 
bers of the board. Ju d g e G. W. Holland 
and Adam Brown. 
The bank building 
now known as the F irst National was 
built and the bank was moved from the 
old quarters into the present quarters 
in the spring of ISKE 
In tearing down this old structure 
the early history of the banking busi­ 
ness in Brainerd is brought vividly to 
the minds of many an old settler.

Postoffice Hours 


T h 1" public affairs committee of the 
Commercial Club, to which was refer rad 
at the meeting of the club on Tuesday 
evening, the matter of the change of the 
mail service on the D uluth trains, held 
a meeting yesterday afternoon, and af 
ter discussing the m atter, the following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted, 
and the secretary was instructed to send 
a copy to Superintendent Perkins of the 
railway mail service, and also to the 
cotnmerical organizations of St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Duluth. Wadena and other 
points interested, to secure their co­ 
operation in getting the old service re­ 
established. or both day and night ser­ 
vices instituted: 
W aereas, a change in the mail serv­ 
ice on the Duluth and Staples R. P. O. 
has recently been made from night to 
d a y ,an d 
Whereas, said change is detrimental 
to the commercial interests of the peo­ 
ple of th L city because it is now impos­ 
sible to dispatch a letter in the evening 
after the closing of the postoffice, and 
under the former -ervice letters could 
b ? mailed at the hotels as late as mid­ 
night, and 
Whereas, it has been the custom and 
cjnvenience of bu-iness men to conduct 
their correspondence after the business 
hours of the day and have their orders 
reach the city markets in the m orning 
and 
Whereas, und»-r the present .service 
this cannot be done because mail can 
not now be dispatched after postoffice 
hour-, greatly to the incovenience of the 
public, therefore be it 
Resolved, by the Commercial club of 
the city of Brainerd, representing every 
business interest in the city, that 
the 
superintendent of the railway mail serv­ 
ice be earnestly petitioned and request­ 
ed to restore the old service, one which 
has been in force for years and which 
gave our city fairly adequate mail facili­ 
ties and advantages, unless it is possible 
to establish both day and night service, 
which would be greatly appreciated by 
the people of this city and this club, 
Resolved. That a copy of these reso­ 
lutions be sent to Norman Perkins, su­ 
perintendent of railway mail r-ervice at 
St. Paul, Minn., and aLo to the com­ 
mercial bodies of other cities, request­ 
ing their eo-operation in securing the 
desired change.

It need scarcely be I Md that iu the 
pipes o f long ago en cli t ea the.* append­ 
ed to tin* stem represented an enemy 
slain. 
If <<..e doubted, tile record of 
the w ar eagle feath ers, the warrior 
then show ed the sca lp s of the enemy, 
which were kept as a sort of a sacred 
proof o f his word. 
Such pipes were 
used only on occasions of peace and 
war. 
Speaking roughly, the best pipes 
of eastern tribes were in molded clay, 
the best of the western tribes in slate 
l-ipe stone taken from the famous quar­ 
ry west of the Mississippi. 
Before the 
(Treat buffalo and antelope hunts, when 
herds of game were driven into a pound 
or an inclosed area of snares, it was 
customary for the Indians to whiff the 
incense of propitiation to the spirits of 
the animals about to be slain, explain­ 
ing that only the desire for food com­ 
pelled the Indian to kill and that the 
bunt was the will of the Master of Life, 
or “Master of the Roaring Winds,” who 
would compensate the animals in the 
next world. 
The pipes used for this 
cerem ony usually show the figure of a 
limn in conference with the figure of 
an anim al. Others show the figures of 
Indians with locked hands. 
This typi­ 
fies a vow of frien ’ship to be term i­ 
nated only by death, 
It was usually 
between men, but sometimes between 
a man and a woman, iii which case the 
platonic boud not only precluded, but 
forbade, the very possibility of m ar­ 
riage. 
After that who shall say that 
the stolid Indian has no vein of senti­ 
ment in his nature? 
One of the most curious pipes I have 
seen I bought from a Cree on a reser­ 
vation east of the refugee Sioux. 
It is 
in the shape of a war hatchet, of a 
metal which I do not know, though I 
suspect it is galena mixed with clay, 
the edge being sharp enough, but the 
back of the ax being a bowl and the 
handle a pipe stem. 
The odd lines In 
Indian carvings and woven work are 
not without meaning. 
Fighting Mistah 
could read a legend where we saw 
nothing but bize w e markings. 
There 
were the circular lines, hollow down, 
m eaning clouds; the cross, meaning the 
coming of the psiest; the tree. a type 
of peace with its branches overshad­ 
owing the nations; the wavy line, sig­ 
nifying water; the arrow, war. 
The 
ordinary Indian can read a tribal song 
or chronicle from obscure drawings on 
the face of a rock or crazy colored 
work on a scraped buffalo skin?—Out­ 
ing.

The people of Oak Grove intimate 
th a t if the Chicago and Alton cannot 
see its w ay clear to stop more of its 
trains they m ay soon follow tile exam ­ 
ple of B l u e S p r i n g s and establish an 
I automobile line or try to secure an ex­ 
te n s io n of the on** already established 
; at Blue S p rin g s . 
Blue Springs is tw elve miles and 
Oak Grove tw enty miles east of Inde­ 
pendence. 
Both lie directly on one of 
the big trunk lines of rock road built 
hi recent y e a r s by the county court. 
The grades are very easy, and the road 
Is in fine condition. 
In m any places It 
is possible for an autom obile to run 
for long distances at a speed of tw en­ 
ty-five m i l e s an hour or abo ut as fast 
as m any of the passenger trains. 
The trip between Blue Springs and 
Independence is m ade in about forty 
minutes, although it can be made in 
considerably less time. 
At this rate it 
would require about an hour aud a 
qu arter to cover the distance between 
<>ak Grove and Independence. 
It Is 
probable that Grain Valley, which lies 
halfw ay between Oak Grove and Blue 
Springs and like them has suffered

It is the one dish most ardently con­ 
demned, aud yet the one dish most ' 
universally 
liked—a t least by Ame"- j 
leans, 
still, notw ithstanding the bad j 
reputation pie enjoys, it is a whole- ! 
nome dish if properly made. 
in m aking it the average housew ife 
rolls out a heavy, sodden crust, and 
then spreads it in a thick layer over 
the bottom and sides of a pie plate. 
She f o r g e t s to rub this crust with the 
white of egg and Immediately puts iii 
the tilling of custard, fruit or m ince 
meat, whose juices will later soak Into 
the crust, making it still more sodden. 
She then covers the pit*, perhaps, with 
another layer of this thick pastry and 
puts it In an oven th a t is not hot 
enough. 
The oven should be so hot 
lout the pastry will brow n before the 
b u tte r In it lias barely a chance to 
melt. 
The crust will then be crisp. 
A nother reason w hy pies tire so u n i­ 
versally disapproved is that they are 
nearly alw ays m ade with lard, or half 
lard 
and half butter. 
Lard should 
never be us«*d in a pie or, iii fact, In 
any dish. 
An em inent physiologist tu 
a leading university says that “ lard is 
the bane of A m erican cookery and is fit 
for no stomach except a pig's." 
A tiny 
bit of lard in a batch of bread m ay be 
excusable, but even then butter is b e t­ 
ter. 
Ail pie crust, of course, should be of 
w a f e r like thinness. 
Not only are prop­ 
erly m a d e crusts harmless, but som e 
popular fillings are exceedingly whole­ 
some. 
What, for Instance, could be 
b etter than a custard or a pum pkin 
filling? 
The latter is, as a rule, only 
a custard rich in eggs, with an ad di­ 
tion of pumpkin aud a few spices, 
w hich are aids to digestion. 
W ithout doubt all pies should bo 
eaten in m oderate portions, especially 
by delicate persons, but this rule a p ­ 
plies to any dish. 
Even cream is not 
good for persons und er certain condi­ 
tions, yet no one b u t a crank would 
deny it to a person in good health. 
M any 
food 
faddists 
expect healthy 
people to live dally on an invalid’s diet. 
T here are live rules to observe In tho 
m aking of a perfect pie. 
First, rub 
the undercrust w ith the whim of an 
egg before putting lh the filling to pre- 
i \e n t it from soaking into the p astry ; 
, second, bake it in the hottest of ovens; 
third, place it in the lower half of tho 
oven at first again st the bottom, later 
j rem oving it to the upper shelf; fourth, 
alw ays place cru st in Hie refrigerator 
lo become thoroughly chilled and hard 
| before 
filling 
and 
baking 
It: 
fifth, 
pound the* pastry well until it is filled 
w ith air spaces. 
Volumes could be w ritten on the cor­ 
rect treatm ent of pastry. 
Any of the 
recipes in standard cookbooks will do, 
however, if a few details are carried 
' out. 
I 
A m arble board is an Ideal arra n g e ­ 
m ent for rolling pastry.

There 
are also many good cold m eat pies 
w hich ale welcome at picnics. 
W hen 
preparing a chicken or meat pie it Ls 
alw ays better to add a little baking 
pow der to tho regular rule for ordinary 
pit* crust. 
Add one cup of but tor to every tw o 
cups of flour (pastry flour). 
Then chop 
together in a wooden bowl, w ith an 
ordinary old fashioned chopping knife, 
until the m ixture Is broken Into small 
bits the size of peas. 
Ad*I half a cup 
of ice water. 
Mix with a knife, then 
boot and turn and beat and tu rn until 
the whole is smooth, but full of light­ 
ness. 
This pounding and tu rn in g Is 
b e tte r if done upon ti marble board in 
a cool storeroom or cellar. Never touch 
the pastry with tv spoon or the hand, 
but with a knife; then put it w here it 
will become ice cold and hard before 
rolling it out. 
T here are several variations to this 
mile which can do no harm. 
If baking 
pow der is wanted, add a teaspoonful 
to this amount of flour and b u tter.— 
New York Tribune.
